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Sunday drive 
ends in tragedy 


An Easter Sunday accident has 
claimed the life of East Jordan’s Jeffrey 
J. Alward, the 19-year-old son of the 
city’s chief of police Jerry Alward. 

The Charlevoix County Sheriff De- 
partment is investigating the 3:15 p.m. 
crash. 

Preliminary investigation indicates 
that a 1985 GMC pick-up driven by 
Jeffrey was westbound on East Jordan- 
Ellsworth Road when it collided with 
an eastbound 1986 Ford pickup driven 
by 19-year-old Robert A. Moblo, also 
of East Jordan. 

Jeffrey died at the scene from head 
injuries. Moblo sustained neck and back 
injuries. He was transported to 
Charlevoix Area Hospital, and then to 
Munson Medical Center in Traverse 
City, where he was treated and released. 

Also injured in the April 3 collision 
were 21-year-old John Gates of

Ellsworth sports fixture Hugh 
Campbell is coaching his last high 
school season. 

After a 27-year career as coach and 
30 years in the classroom, Campbell 
has decided to retire, saying simply that 
he is “sick of winter.” 

On the field, Campbell has guided 
several victorious baseball teams, in- 
cluding last year’s reach for the state 
championship that found his team in 


the Class D top four. His reward, be-- 
‘sides the admiration of students and 


fans alike, was a Coach of the Year title 
givenby the Michigan Baseball Coaches 
Association. 

With pitching and catching gloves 
retuming from the 1993 team, Campbell 
is optimistic about toumament chances 
in his final coaching assignment this 
spring. 

Coaching baseball has been a rela- 
tively new pursuit for Campbell - he’s 
only been at ita few years. Buta full 27 
years have been devoted to basketball, 


23 of them at Ellsworth. 

He began coaching the team the same 
year he began teaching business at 
Ellsworth High School in 1970. He led 
several teams into district play, includ- 
ing that first team, which eventually 
went on to win regionals and place in 
the top eight at the state level. 

Elisworth performed that same feat 
again in 1992-93, with a 23-2 season 
and a state quarterfinal placement, con- 
ferring ahappy symmetry to the coach's 
career. 

Toadd frosting onthe cake, Campbell 
was named Class D Coach of the Year 
by the sportswriters of the Associated 
Press. 

But important as his coaching role 
has been, perhaps he has had even 
more influence as a teacher. 

For 30 years, he has been teaching a 
varicty of business and physical edu- 
cation courses, as well as stints at math, 
journalism and driver’s ed.

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Congressional representative fields questions

The national health care plan was the main concem 
expressed in questions directed toward Bart Stupak 
(D-Menominee) at a March 29 town hall meeting in 
East Jordan. 

Over 50 people converged at the Jordan Valley 
District Library to meet with the 1st Congressional 
District Representative. Allowing the audience the 
choice of topics, Stupak spoke briefly before he 
opened the meeting to public forum. 

“I find town hall meetings very beneficial to lean 
what you all are thinking and to take it back to 
Washington,” Stupak said. He explained that in rep- 
resenting his constituents, he gets input from town 
meetings, from about 300 letters and phone calls his 
office receives every day, and by visits to the district. 

“Y keep my family here and come back every 
weekend so I keep in touch,” he said. 

Stupak has been in office now for 15 months and is 
conducting a whirlwind series of town hall meetings. 
He spent about 90 minutes in East Jordan. 

. “The present legislative focuses,” he told the audi- 
ence, ‘are the crime package, welfare reform and the 
national health care plan. I honestly believe by July of 
this year a health bill will be ready to vote on.” 

Stupak supports many of the elements of the Clinton 
health care package. 

“I agree we must have a plan that covers everyone, 
and it must be portable, from one job or circumstance

to another,” said Stupak. “How to accomplish that is 
still up for debate.” 

Audience reaction to the plan was mixed. Small 
business owners expressed concern about the costs of 
mandatory employee insurance. 

“I can see the need for some changes, but get the 
government out of my pocket,” said Dan Miller, of 
Ben Franklin/True Value Hardware in East Jordan. 

Some speakers rejected the need for national health 
insurance, while others told horror stories of the costs 
and problems of under- or non-insured individuals. 

Questions from the audience gave Stupak the chance 
to explain some of the détails of the Clinton plan, 
including the establishment of health alliance re- 
gions. Each region would have three insurance op- 
tions to chose from. 

Stupak said only one form would be required, 
eliminating the paperwork that presently represents 
25 percent of health care costs in the United States. 

Stupak said the plan includes a $1,500 cap on 
deductibles for single adults, along with a monthly 
premium of about $34 for singles and $72 for fami- 
lies. 

With the Clinton plan, everyone would have to pay 
premiums, according to Stupak. 

“There are no more free rides on insurance in the 
Clinton plan,” he emphasized. “Everyone will have to 
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pay their fair share.” 

Stupak also spoke of Clinton plan incentives for 
medical schools to produce more general practitio- 
ners and ways to encourage more doctors to settle in 
the more rural and isolated areas. Northern rural 
Michigan has a particular problem in both attracting 
and keeping family practitioners in the area. 

While most of the discussion focused on health 
care, Stupak also addressed questions on the crime 
bill, dealing with congressional committees, and the 
federal deficit. 

Stupak said he would support the crime bill, despite 
his disappointmenf*that development of the package 
is in the hands of congressional committee without 
input from police officers and others who have dealt 
with the crime issues on a regular basis. 

Questioned by Jerry Aydlott as to why he would 
vote for a bill that he disagrees with, even in part, 
Stupak responded that many of the bills are 1,000 
pages long or more. 

“I won’t vote against a bill just because there is one 
thing in it I don’t like,” he said. “I really want a crime 
bill passed and I can’t agree with everything in every 
bill. I can still support the bill.” 

On the federal deficit, Stupak said a popular tongue- 
in-cheek suggestion is to close down the government. 

“Butinorderto really solve the debt, we would have 
to close down the government for three and a half 
years!” 

According to Stupak, the present reduction sched- 
ule of 40 percent in the first two years of Clinton’s 
presidency is “‘pretty good.” 

“We didn’t get into this mess ovemight,

Stupak. “And we can’t reduce the deficit overnight. 
But we’re on the right track.”

Readers write 


Improve adult care 


“NURSING HOME” IS really a misnomer in 
many of the Michigan facilities that agree to care for 
the most vulnerable citizens. The reason? They pro- 
vide so few nurses and nurse aides. 

All of Michigan’s families would benefit if the 
Senate adopts a bill to improve care in nursing homes 
across the state. H.B. 4441, adopted in the Michigan 
House in January, requires more nurses for each 
nursing facility, and sets minimum ratios of nurse 
aides to residents and nurses to nurse aides. People 
who live in nursing homes can tell you, the staff 
makes all the difference between good and poor care. 

This issue affects all families — virtually any adult 
can find themselves ina nursing home after a few days 
of care in a hospital if he/she needs more care and has 
no one at home to provide that care. . 

Readers can underscore the importance of this 
legislation by writing to their state senators, and to 
Senator Pridnia, Chairman of the Senate Health Policy 
Committee. Ask for public hearings on this issue and 
quick passage of H.B. 4441 as it was approved by the 
House.

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Commission member supports Vernon 


I WAS APPOINTED to the Central Lake Town- 
ship Planning Commission after it was created by an 
official action of the Township Board on March 18, 
1992. 

As a member of the Central Lake Township Plan- 
ning Commission I resent the allegation in The Torch 
that Supervisor Vernon pushed for the anti-blight 
ordinance. 

Mr. Vernon was an advisor to the commission and 
served by request as acting secretary for several 
months because of the health of the fourth member 
who had back surgery and had to resign.

Mr. Veron sat at the table with members of the 
commission to make an opening statement about the 
origin of the anti-blight ordinance and to answer 
questions from the audience. The changes presented 
by Mr. Vernon had been recommended by myself and 
one other member of the Ordinance Review Commit- 
tee.

A proposal for the 
smallest percentage in- 
crease in postage rates in 
more than 25 years was 
approved by the Postal 
Service Board of Gover- 
nors. 

The request asks for a 
three cent increase on the 
first-class stamp, from 29

New 
rates will not take effect 
before 1995. The unprec- 
edented proposal calls for 
an across-the-board 10.3 
percent increase in most 
other classes of mail. 
Postmaster General 
and CEO Marvin Runyon 
commented that a fourth 
year rate Stability saved 
customers more than $8 
billion. The rate proposal 
marks another conscious 
step to reinvent the way 
the Postal Service works, 
and to deliver the busi- 


nesslike and customer- 
driven approaches that 
the American people 
want. 

The Postal Service is 
self-sustaining, operating 
on ratepayer, not tax- 
payer, funds and is re- 
quired ‘by law to break 
even over time. The new 
rates as proposed include 
an average 10 percent 
increase for all first class, 
10.3 percent for second- 
class regular rate, 10.2 
percent for third-class 
bulk regular mail and 13.2 
percent for fourth-class 
parcel post. 

The rate filing now 
goes to the independent 
Postal Rate Commission 
(PRC). It has up to 10 
months to make a recom- 
mended decision before 
retuming it to the Gover- 
nors for a final decision.
